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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants, 
correctly argue in the first full paragraph on page 8 of their latest response that, unlike 
the present claims, the portion of the Beltzung et al. transfer member (i.e., compressible 
layers 3-5) which correspond to applicants "conforming layer" is not immediately 
beneath the release layer (i.e., there is an intervening hard elastomer layer 2).
